there be divers pieces to be fcen in Oxford, London, and clfe- 
where . And fome of them being (hewed to his Ma jefty , 
foon after his happy rcftauration , they were broken in his 
prefence, and found to anfwer expectation. And Others may 
be dayly fcen, by any who is curious, or defirous to fee it.

though this water have no faltifh tafte , yet, he faith , there 
will be found a Salt in the Effay , which is the Spirit of Salt , 
fubtile enough with the water to penetrate the Wax.
